Dobbling to Build Road. 


Contractor John Dobbling, of York, 


has been awarded the contract for the 
building of the new state road between 
New Oxford and Gettysburg by the 
State Highway Department. Announce- 
ment of this fact was made by Assist- 
ant Engineer Edward S. Frey, who 
will be in- charge of the construction. 
Mr. Dobbliug will have about 100 men. 
at work on the job and aoout three 
months will be required to finish it. 
The men employed on the work will 
camp iu tents on the scene of their 
labors. 
, This stretch of i;oad.know the old 
York-Gettysburg turnpike, will be the 
first rebuilt in this district under the 
provision of the Sproul good roads act 
and when .completed will conform with 
all other regular state highways in 
Pennsylvania. The material for the 
construction has been ordered and will 
arrive there within the next few days. 
It is.intended to start tbe work shortly 
after July 1. 
Assistant Engineer Frey states that 


it is the intention to push the work to 
completion as rapidly as possible. There 
will be nojnterruption to traffic while 
the road is'1 being built, except at points 
where thefe will be-ground pipes and 
there will! be a temporary road built 
around threm. The present1 road will-be 
dug ujp and' the stone taken out. This 
stonelwilr';be crushed_ and replaced and 
then^the whole will be rolled. On the 
top surface there will be. a fine lime- 
stone* placed and the .the whole rolled 
again. AH" wooden bridges and cul- 
vers'will "'be replaced by'-underground 
pipes whi:gh will give the road'a level 
surface thj-oughout. This method ob- 
literatps the objectionable "bumper".
